Approved By Council

Paving completed this summer, at 
a total cost of $93,779.65 was ap­ 
proved by council at its September 
meeting, Monday evening. Also ap­ 
proved were storm sewers for Mc­ 
Pherson st. and Madison ave., at a 
cost of $2,013 and $3,286, respec­ 
tively. These sewers will not be 
paid for by the bordering property 
owners. 
Councilman Carbon asked if simi­ 
lar consideration were being given 
other areas where there is a need 
for storm sewers. He was told a 
study is being made. (Councilman 
Carbon was referring to his Fourth 
ward where 
a sewer plan was 
promised but never carried out in 
an area which is nearly bereft of 
workable storm sewers.)

Borough Manager Geracimos re­ 
ported that the Department of For­ 
ests and Waters engineers had been 
in Warren and approved the lower 
Glade run project. They promised to 
write a letter which would give the 
dates when they will start work on 
upper Glade run and Indian run. (And 
there is nothing like an unwritten 
letter to stop flash floods.) 


Councilman Yagge proposed an 
ordinance amendment which would 
make it necessary for those con­ 
structing buildings which require 
state approval for fire protection 
reasons to obtain such approval 
before Warren officials will act on 
a building permit. Such buildings 
include hotels, theaters, rooming 
houses, and similar structures. It 
passed three readings. 
Solicitor Harper reminded coun­ 
cil that bids on the new sewage 
plant will be received and opened 
by the authority on October 2. The 
bond issue then will be sold. 
Councilman Miller said he rep­ 
resented a constituent 
who had 
backed his car into a utility pole. 
The pole, unfortunately, had been 
located in a portion of Pennsylvania 
ave. 
Councilman Miller suggested 
that some motorist might sue the 
b o r o u g h f o r 
s u c h geological 
anachronism. 


Borough Manager Geracimos said 
the Penelec was moving this and 
another pole, one of which would 
cost $2,000 because of basement 
complications. 
Councilman Yagge said there were 
some trees which also reached into 
the roadway. This will be remedied 
when the Parks Department finds 
time to cut them down. 
Councilman Laskarls complained 
that too many motorists are parking 
on the wrong side of the road in 
complete disregard of the law and 
the rights of others. 
Councilman Carbon said he be­ 
lieved council should have more 
time to consider important law

School To Provide 
Recreational Leaders 


An abbreviated session Monday 
evening saw the Warren Borough 
board of school directors going 
through a routine agenda that in­ 
cluded the providing of recreational 
supervisors 
at the Beaty tennis 
courts, Beaty ice rink, and Youth 
Canteen for the school year 1957-58. 
The motion passed on the issue 
engages eleven faculty members to 
serve up to a maximum of 1,216 
hours on the three recreational 
programs. 
In other action the board accept­ 
ed the recommendation of the finance 
committee to pay bills amounting to 
$65,938.30. Those of a major nature 
were $17,109, lease rental to the 
Warren Area Joint School Board; 
$35,928, first installment to the joint 
board; $1,066, appropriation to War­ 
ren Library association; $1,246, 
contract with Shulman’s; and$3,540, 
McClintock boiler installed by Mil­ 
ton C. Dahler. 
Miss Margaret Corbin was elected 
to instruct students at McClintock 
school three mornings a week to help 
the overload in the first and third 
grades where there are 37 and 44 
•students respectively. While re­ 
tired, Miss Corbin, under law, is 
permitted to instruct 50 days a year. 
The tuition rate in the elementary 
schools was set at $25.20 ($12.50 
for kindergarten), Ralph Nichols was 
employed as part-time janitor at 
Jefferson, Jefferson principal David 
Olson was granted permission to at­ 
tend a Sunday School conference in 
California October 12-14, Mrs. Ruth 
Bannon and Miss Delores Benson 
were recognized for acquiring their 
bachelor and masters degrees re­ 
spectively, and the maximum num­ 
ber of dental examinations to be 
given by the doctor for the year was 
placed at 900.

$4,368 for recreational services and 
$145 for special services.

GLARING PEDESTAL 
This so-called land of the free 
is sitting on a hot rock out Arkan­ 
sas way with the world looking on. 
We didn’t move to help the Hungar­ 
ians, but we talked much. Now we 
are letting a small-gauge governor 
undermine even our talk. 
How can we preach freedom of 
man to others when we shackle mi­ 
norities in our own country? Little 
Rock no longer is little. It is small 
. . . small in vision . . . small in 
moral stature. 
The point is tiny, but its prick 
may deflate our world esteem.

WHO COMMANDS? 
The use of troops by Governor 
Faubus provides one easy answer 
to that phase of the problem. The 
commander in chief of all the arm­ 
ies is the President. He could order 
those troops either to go home or to 
act as defenders of the colored chil­ 
dren rather than a blockade to them.

SOLUTION? 
It has been proposed that a com­ 
mittee of governors be appointed to 
seek a solution to the Little Rock 
problem. It is not a Little Rock 
problem. It is a national question of 
whether or not America is a land of 
equality. 
We do not consider the qualities 
that advance a man in the politica 
field sufficiently to make him a gov­ 
ernor to be a guarantee that he is 
qualified to settle this racial prob­ 
lem. That has been ruled on by the 
courts. Those involved need only 
obey die law of the land.

SO BRAVE 
There is a powerful picture on the 
front page of the Tuesday edition of 
the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. 
It 
shows the white boys who blocked 
off the negroes when they attempted 
to attend the North Little Rock high 
school. 
The camera catches them full face 
as they stand off the colored boys. 
In the center of the group is a bra sh- 
iatad individual who looks his goon- 
ish part. Cigarette dangling fro rn his 
lips he glares at the colored boys, 
bravely backed by many white broth­ 
ers. 
Some of these seem amused. Two 
are using movie cameras, and an­ 
other has a radio mike in his hand. 
If you want to see adult behavior 
reflected in the faces of those teenr 
agers about whom so many are con­ 
cerned, look this one over. 
Our reaction to the picture was a 
look ahead to the day when these 
same two boys, white and colored, 
may face each other under different 
circumstances. If the colored boys 
manage to get an education so that 
they can rate on an economic leve 
they may be fo r c e d to work together, 
or a colored boy become a surgeon 
and have his present challenger 
under his knife . . or . . so many 
avenues in the life we live that often 


WHY EXCEPTIONS 
Warren has passed a law which 
forbids peddlers 
f r o m visiting 
lomes unless they are invited to do 
so. This is a tried law which has 
seen upheld by the highest court in 
the land. It is an all-out law that 
shows no favor. 
But already we are being told that 
exceptions will be allowed. This 
might, in the spirit of the law, be 
done in the case of charities. But 
why any local merchant or business­ 
man should be excepted we fail to 
see. 
Either this applies to all who have 
something to sell or it is no good and 
will not work. And this applies to 
ocal papers as well as to national 
magazines. It applies to the local 
limit merchant as well as the visi­ 
tor. 
An owner of property has a right 
to privacy. This law simply puts 
teeth in that right. If he wishes to 
file a complaint or to call the police 
ie now has a local ordinance upon 
which to take his stand. And it mat­ 
ters not who the violator may be. If 
the property owner complains the 
law must be enforced. 
Otherwise we have no law. 
• * • 


e q u a lly g u il t y ? 
Much of the press can be con­ 
sidered equally as guilty of vulgar 
sensationalism as the magazine 
Confidential may be. The recent 
trial which dragged the lives of 
many notables into the mire would 
have reached very few eyes and ears 
if it had been dependent on the col­ 
umns of Confidential. 
The same goes for many stories 
die magazine has carried in the past. 
Press and radio used the magazine 
as a footstool upon which to stand 
while repeating the lurid tales. 


Press and radio so often poke 
their noses into the air while re­ 
porting such events. Yet there is 
no good reason why they need re­ 
peat the stories, and certainly no 
reason why they need name names. 


Confidential may have dug or 
dreamed up the tales, but the news 
channels provided a major share of 
the coverage. 
And don’t give us that old one 
about “ The people want to know.” 
That is not the measure of good 
journalism. 
If it is, why do the 
same reporters cover up other stor­ 
ies, often on the local scene, which 
the public really is entitled to know?

Though many are buying foreign 
cars, there are disadvantages which 
the average person will not accept. 
The small ones are not as safe as 
American cars. Most people won’t 
risk their families in them. And most 
of the so-called cheap car a actually 
have little more in them than an 
American car of pre-war vintage. 
The public wants a 1958 automo­ 
bile, power steering, power brakes, 
automatic shift, radio, heater, many 
little accessories that provide com­ 
fortable motoring, and the public 
would like a little more safety built 
into its cars. 
Why automatic shift is not stand­ 
ard today is difficult to understand 
except for the possibility that there 
is an extra dollar to be made by 
selling it as a deluxe feature. It 
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ceased to be so several years ago. 
There is nothing that can be done 
with the standard shift of yesterday 
that can’t be done with the automatic 
shift of today, and more smoothly. 
We are allowing for a little engi­ 
neering ingenuity when we make 
that statement. 
There is no reason why foreign 
cars should bother our home mar­ 
ket. We can meet them in style, 
and we have better features. We 
are bigger, and safer. Just add a 
bit of economy through lower gas-

ACTS ON APPEALS. Judge A. 
C. Flick, J r., this week handed down 
court decisions on appeals filed by 
the W arren County Comm issioners 
and the district attorney’s office. 
In their appeal of April 26 the 
com m issioners set forth ten ex­ 
ceptions to the form and contents 
of the 1956 audit, pointing out that 
certain item s shown were not item ­ 
ized as required by law and that 
some had been omitted entirely. 
The court was requested to direct 
the auditors to determine and state 
the amount of any monies due anc 
owing to W arren County in connect­ 
ion with the issue. 
Judge Flick heard oral arguments 
in the court and on September 9 
handed down an elongated order on 
the exceptions involving a half 
dozen county offices. 
In the case of seven exceptions 
the county auditors are to make a 
supplemental audit and file a report 
by October 24 as to the item s men­ 
tioned in the exception. The com­ 
m issioners in turn have the right 
to appeal from the report in con­ 
fection with four exceptions and any 
county office holder other than a 
com m issioner can file. 
Most of the exceptions protested 
listings of income, expenses, etc., 
in one lump sum rather than in 
an itemized manner.

Patronage Revelations

Both 
the R e p u b l i c a n s and 
the Democrats have recently had 
their separate crosses to bear via 
public humiliation. But it is one 
woman’s opinion that the chagrin 
cuts deepest with the Democrats. 
The GOP was betrayed by an ama­ 
teur politician, but the Democrats 
received the unkindest cut of a1’ 
from a professional. 
It was an amateur, Maxwell H. 
Gluck, newly-appointed as ambassa­ 
dor to Ceylon, who snafued his 
party when he flunked his oral 
tests before a Senate committee. 
The Senate group was cruel enough 
to believe that Gluck should know 
of and be able to pronounce the 
names of the Prime Ministers of 
Ceylon (Solomon West Ridgway Dias 
Bandaranaike) and India(Jawaharlal 
Nehru). 
Both are jawbreakers, all right 
But Gluck will have done his country 
a tremendous service if this incident 
serves to focus the attention of the 
electorate on the hard fact that it 
and its Congressional representa­ 
tives have always been too stingy 
to support the foreign service and 
our ambassadors in the manner 
required by diplomatic procedure, 
In every administration, these 
ambassadorial plums have too often 
gone, not to qualified career diplo­ 
mats, but to rich men who have 
made substantial contributions to 
the party treasury and who are able 
to pay the necessary freight that 
Uncle Sam should have assumed 
decades ago. 
Much can and is forgiven on an 
Amateur Hour. But when the pro­ 
fessionals throw a spanner in the 
works, it is something else again. 
The Democrats are red of face 
and snorting fire because an ex­ 
perienced professional politician of 
the true faith had the unmitigated 
gall to bestow a splendid political 
plum, not on a deserving Demo­ 
crat, but on a non-pro qualified to 
do the best job under the circum­ 
stances. 
This terrible betrayal of all party 
political principles is laid at the 
door of Joseph P. McMurray, State 
Housing Commissioner of New York 
(who didn’t get that job because he’s 
a political novice). 
When McMurray needed a person 
to become director of the State 
H o u s i n g Division’s Management 
Bureau at a fat salary of $11,320 
annually, he broke every political 
rule and precept. He — I hesitate 
to describe the depths to which he 
sank — ran an advertisement in the 
papers in an attempt to find a 
qualified man for the job when 
qualified men — at least politically, 
and that’s all that counts — were a 
dime a dozen in every Tammany 
clubhouse. 
To compound his political felony, 


McMurray then hired the man from 
among all the applicants who seemed 
best qualified — and never even 
asked his political affiliations. 
Well, any sensible person will 
see that this sort of thing just won’t 
do.

Big Men 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. — In the crises 
of our democracy, minor and major, 
there always seems to be somebody 
who will step out to meet the chal­ 
lenge. 
More often than not, the individual 
who rises to the occasion is one who 
would not have seen himself in such 
a role and one whom others perhaps 
would not think of in that way. But 
there he stands, and the fact itself 
is a tribute to our democracy. For 


episodes over public s c h o o l integra­

our democracy. Here and there, as 
sporadic crises develop to make the 
major national crisis, one figure 
after another appears. 
A year ago in Clinton, Tenn., it 
was a Baptist m inister, the Rev. 
Paul Turner, who took several Ne­ 
gro children by the hand and led 
them to the high school. Just six 
weeks ago, again at Clinton, it was 
IO men and two women, m embers of 
the jury which condemned an outside 
meddler, Frederick John Kasper, 
and four other men and a woman and 
found them guilty of conspiring to 
interfere with integration at the 
Clinton high school. 
Clinton went about its school open- 
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its ordeal because of the courage of a 
few persons. 
Now the crisis is in adjoining 
Arkansas, in Little Rock. 
There a Federal judge was cata­ 
pulted suddenly into what perhaps 
will become one of the great Con­ 
stitutional battles in our history. 
It was a situation of which Judge 
Ronald N. Davies did not dream 
when he packed his small trunk at 
his home in Fargo, N.D., and told 
his wife and five children good-bye 
as he set off in late August for 
Little Rock. He has been assigned 
there temporarily to handle busi­ 
ness left by the death of a judge for 
whom a successor has not been 
named, and, of course, whatever 
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else comes before his court. 
The big issue came, literally out 
of the blue, when he was confronted 
with a Southern Governor who called 
out state troops to keep nine Negroes 
from going to Little Rock’s Central 
High School with 2,000 white boys 
and girls. 
Judge Davies is standing fast on 
his ruling that integration must go 
forward immediately under the 10- 
year program approved by the Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals — a dimin­ 
utive gentleman, out of a far different 
background, but truly of America, 
representing theConstitutionandthe 
law for a great democracy. 
For the evidence that Governor 
Orval Faubus of Arkansas submitted 
to justify calling out the National 
Guard, Judge Davies had the belit­ 
tling 
word "anem ic.” Somewhat 
stronger language was used to dis­ 
m iss the Governor’s claims of se r­ 
ious trouble and bloodshed by an­ 
other figure who has risen up in 
the Little Rock crisis. 
This was a man who ought to 
know, for Mayor Woodrow Wilson 
Mann of Little Rock knows his city 
and his people. He knows when they 
are stirred up, for he has stirred 
them up often as Mayor. Again, in 
his challenge of the Governor, he 
exemplified the courage he has dis­ 
played repeatedly as Mayor on other 
issues. He spoke out to break the 
great pall of silence that hangs over 
other Southern public officials, in­ 
cluding members of Congress and 
Southern 
l e a d e r s of Congress. 
Where are these men? Why don’t 
they speak up? 
But two men of courage have 
spoken up, and two are enough. 
These two have had careers typ­ 
ical of our country. Judge Davies 
was born at Crookston, N.D., did 
I odd jobs about the town and about 
I the weekly newspaper of which his : 


J father was editor; went to the Uni- j 
I versify of North Dakota, where his j

He took his law here in the na­ 
tional capital atGeorgetownUniver- 
sity and helped to pay his expenses 
by working as a policeman at the 
Capitol. He began the practice of 
law at Grand Forks, served two 
term s as municipal judge, was four 
years in the Army during World 
War II, and was appointed a Fed­ 
eral judge only two years ago by 
President Eisenhower. He is 52 
years old. 
Mayor Mann is younger, as his* 
first two names would attest. He 
was bom in Little Rock in 1916 
toward the end of Woodrow Wilson’s

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first Administration. He attended 
Central High School in Little Rock 
which is now the center of the in­ 
tegration dispute, and he went to 
college at the University of Illinois.

He worked for a time for an insur­ 
ance company and then founded his 
own in Little Rock. He ran as Mayor 
.to unseat Republicans and put Dem­ 
ocrats back into power, and since 
he has held the job he has been in 
hot water almost constantly. That's 
because he believed there were 
things that ought to be done to make 
his home town a better city. He is 
its last Mayor. Little Rock goes 
under the city manager plan when 
his term ends. 
Until an Abraham Lincoln comes 
along to give national leadership in 
this civil rights crisis--and none 
appears now--we must depend on 
the brave figures whom we know we 
can count upon to rise out of the 
rank and file of democracy here and 
there to meet the crises as they 
arise locally. 
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JT, COMMITTEE BOOSTS ESTIMATED 
COST OF NEW HIGH SCHOOL $100,000 


The joint committee of the War­ 
ren Area Joint School Board Monday 
night "played it safe” by boosting 
the estimated cost of a new high 
school over $ 100,000. The original 
figure was set at about two and one- 
half million dollars, but the pos­ 
sibility of higher construction costs, 
etc,, encouraged the committee in 
♦its unanimous decision. 
It was disclosed that the local 
project number falls within the allot­ 
ment of $100 thousand set by the 
state for 1957-58 and will probably 
come up for consideration some 
time in the next two months. 
The committee was again re ­ 
minded that to receive the full 
state bonus it should operate a 
state approved program. This in- 
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eludes placing grades one through 
six into the jointure — the com­ 
mittee elects to arrange this after 
the new school is built; and that a 
home and school visitor be em ­ 
ployed — this is to be placed in the 
1958-59 budget. 
With the exception of one point, 
the topographical survey of the so­ 
called Swick Site by engineer Fuell- 
hart is complete. Two members of 
the architectural firm are ill, how­ 
ever, slowing the new high school 
project down at that end. 
A letter from architect Fred D. 
Ellenberger 
regarding 
the third 
floor of the present high school, 
which has been reopened to accom­ 
modate the large influx of students 
this fall, stated that structurally the 
floor was as safe as the first or 
second. It also pointed out that the 
floor was originally closed because 
it lacked sufficient exits. This has 
been corrected with the installation 
of a spiral slide type of exit. 
Two insurance issues involving

Television and Radio

OUR IMAGE IS BAD 


(While John Crosby is on vaca­ 
tion, his column is being conducted 
by guest w riters. Today’s contribu­ 
tor is A listair Cooke, chief Am eri­ 
can correspondent of "The Man­ 
chester Guardian” and m aster of 
ceremonies of ’'Om nibus,") 


I am sitting out on a terrace 
overlooking Peconic Bay on the 
first flawless day of fall. What­ 
ever the calendar says, it is the 
fall. 
The sky is a clean blue wash 
and the few little clouds are motion­ 
less. The bay is a sheet of blue 
glass. The Weather Bureau says 
the wind is from the south at seven 
miles an hour. But the Weather 
Bureau is a liar. There is no wind 
at all, only sun and silence. It is 
the sort of day when you feel the, 
rustle of the sand between your 
toes, when the window-panes of a 
little house four miles across the 
bay on a sandy point glisten like 
flies preserved in amber. 
It is no time or place to be 
sitting writing a guest column for 
the beachcomber Crosby, who is 
probably sitting out on another te r­ 
race writing no column at all. 
The mere thought of television 
is an affront to all the senses, 
most of all to the sense that tele­ 
vision pretends to glorify: the vis­ 
ual sense. I am at the moment 
fascinated by the hard green light 
on the underside of a century plant 
and by the diffused, snowy light on 
the dusty m iller that surrounds it. 
How would this contrast look on 
television, I wonder (but not for 
long). It would look terrible. Tele­ 
vision can barely distinguish be­ 
tween a pine tree and a Marine 
standing at attention. 
• * * 
This is all leading up, none too 
subtly, to my one vast and con­ 
tinuing gripe against television. For, 
from the symposium of lamentations 
that has masqueraded in this space 
as a series of guest columns, I 
gather that this is the open season 
for doom and gloom, We have had

from the prosecutor. Television is 
a medium of communications, no 
more and no less culpable in itself 
than the invention of printing. No- 
x>dy that I know of has condemned 
William Caxton for having made 
possible the universal popularity of 
blickey Spillane and Norman Vin­ 
cent Peale. lf television can also 
exhibit the mind of Frank Lloyd 
Wright, the acting of Jam es Daly 
in "L ee at Gettysburg," the danc­ 
ing of Jose Limon in Purcell’s 
‘Moor’s Revenge” (all, it sudden- 
y occurred to me, available at 
modest rental fee on Omnibus 
kinescopes) we should be grateful 
for incidental luxuries that were 
not in the mind of the man who 
designed the cathode tube or the 
manufacturers 
who captured the 
medium for the single purpose of 
boosting their sales of breakfast 
cereal and hair rinses. 


* * 
These men, who won the medium 
ong ago (over the protests of — 
guess who? — the Honorable H er­ 
bert Hoover) know that most people 
deserve what they get; and they give 
it to them. This is honest and 
straight-forward. The only hypo­ 
crites in this weary cultural argu­ 
ment are the network officials who 
periodically put out pompous su r­ 
veys, written in Federal prose, 
pretending that while they appear 
to us to be merchants of soap and 
iffy steak, they are actually dedi­ 
cated to the advancement of learn­ 
ing. 
What is wrong with television (ha! 
ha!), it seems to me, is nothing so 
high-flown. It is that at the moment 
the image, the picture you see, is 
fit “only for visual morons. It is 
commonly less subtle than the early 
films of the Keystone Kops. It can­ 
not cope with the slightest chiaros­ 
curo. It cannot safely discrim inate 
an animal from a vegetable or 
mineral in anything further than a 
medium shot. We have a noticeably 
worse image than the British and 
the French. And I am shocked to 
hear, from a Republican of cer-^ 
rifled loyalty, that the Russians 
have the best image of all. 
* * * 
Now here is really something for 
the Senate to investigate. For it 
surely must have something to do 
with the control of patents; with 
the over-production of millions of 
the huge * ugly boxes we call TV 
sets; with our cheerful, all-Ameri­ 
can skimping on fundamental re­ 
search. Once we can see what's 
going on, once we can distinguish 
a tray of popper grains from the 
Confederates advancing at Bull Run: 


that will be the time to start up 
the debate between "I Love Lucy’ 
and "Oedipus Rex.” ’Til then, I

TUNE-UP TIME 
Are you-sure that old blunderbuss 
won’t blow up in your face? Might 
be a good idea to take it to a gun­ 
smith if you haven’t fired it for a 
year or two, or even if it is a veter­ 
an and was used on a few bunnies 
last fall. 
At least, clean it up, and look 
down the barrel at a target or two. 
See how the shot pattern is, and can 
you hit anything with it, even when 
that something is standing still? 
You can have some fun before 
the season opens and at the same 
time prepare for the flight of grouse, 
the hop of bunnies, and the leaps of 
squirrels. Use the old cannon on a 
crow or two, and maybe a chuck 
will peep at you. 
And this will do more than break 
in the gun. When did you last walk 
the width of a good-sized field? But 
you suddenly will start up the near­ 
est mountain about the middle of 
October? There is more than a gun 
that can get out of shape. Namely, 
you I 
Unless you have some other sport 
or activity that has kept you in 
shape, don’t expect suddenly to be 
a lean Indian scout and trek through 
the bush all day. If the other sport 
has involved walking you may be 
ready for the woodlands, but if your 
leg exercise has been limited to 
pushing gasoline and brake pedals 
you may be asking for trouble. 
* 
One slant we always recommend 
about this time of year is for the 
hunter to enter into a series of 
activities that will combine to in­ 
crease his pleasure. These tie in 
closely together. Your hunting will 
be improved if you scout your favor­ 
ite woods in advance. This will serve 
to disclose the facts about your 
potential game supply, exercise your 
legs, and let you tune up with the 
weapon. You also will be real fore­ 
sighted if you stop in at the land­ 
owner’s home and make sure he 
wants you around. This will make 
all involved much happier. 
Such steps can prevent disappoint­ 
ment many times. Your favorite area 
may be short of game, or it even 
may be posted. Arising on an early 
fall morning and hurrying to the pre­ 
ferred spot your plans may be 
shattered and your day spoiled by 
your failure to check these points. 
You will find it much more pleas­ 
ant to hunt on land if you enjoy the 
sense of welcome that comes from 
knowing the man who owns it and 
from having his approval. And you 
will find much better hunting this 
way, because the very best of the 
rabbit, squirrel, and bird supply is 
on open land, much of which is 
farmed. 
You cannot blame any man for 
refusing you entrance. If you owned 
a hundred acres of land, some of 
which you farmed and the rest of 
which was yours to enjoy privately, 
would you welcome a public parade, 
a parade loaded with guns, many 
of which might not be handled by 
the most expert of marksmen? 
As for us we believe we would 
post a small piece of land to protect 
our home, our family, and any living 
thing which belonged to us. For that 
reason we always have been im­ 
pressed by the warmth of landowners 
who waved us into their fields and 
woodlots, and have been moved to 
greater caution out of respect for 
their generosity. 


In fact a major share of our 


hunting is done on Hand which is 
owned by others. We hunters really 
are a presumptuous lot when you 
face the facts.
